REPORT OF THE PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


The followiifg report of the trustees shows a large increase 
in circulation and accession from that of last year. 

The library now comprises 476 books, of which 163 were 
added during the year. 

Received from the bindery, 73; Ladies’ Harmony Club, 44; 
by purchase, 38; loaned by the town, 4; Annie E. B. Webster, 
2; King’s Daughters, 1; State, 1. Also received from Allan 
A. Morrill, of Chicago, a map of the United States, also one of 
the city of Chicago, for all of which we render our grateful 
acknowledgments. 

The librarian reports the following : 


Number of times the library was opened, 70 
Number of cards given this year, 38 
Total number of cards issued, 184 


Total circulation 1,698 volumes, classed as follows: Fiction, 
1,086; juvenile fiction, 548; travels, 22; history, 22; biog- 
raphy, 7; poetry, 5; natural history, 4; art and science, 3; 
farming, Lie 

The town voted an appropriation of $150 to finish a library 
room in the town hall. The sum raised not being sufficient to 
complete the work, the committee expended about $24 more, 
which sum the Ladies’ Harmony Club generously paid; also the 
club furnished the room, and gave $25 to purchase books for 
the library. The room is now very pleasant and convenient.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


The enumeration of the truant officer in April gives the 
number of children in town, between the ages of five and fif- 
teen, as 72. Boys, 32; girls, 40. ‘The whole number of pupils 
registered is 74. Boys, 33; girls, 41; of which four are less 
than five and two nore than fifteen years of age. 

Good advancement has been made in our schools the past 
year. The teachers have been untiring to maintain good 
discipline and to require perfect lessons from their pupils. We 
were very fortunate to secure excellent teachers, three of which 
have taught in town several years before. We think it better to 
retain those teachers that have given satisfaction as long as 
their work is beneficial to the schools. . Miss York, who taught 
at the North, seems well adapted to the instruction of the 
young, and her pupils made good improvement under her care: 

We think the children may well be proud of their school 
rooms, and we are pleased that they can have so many ad- 
vantages. The “ free text book system” has proved to be of 
grerat benefit to the teachers and scholars. The books are in 
good condition, and the care the teachers and children take of 
their rooms and books cannot be too highly appreciated.
